'Frank- 
ly speakin.g,' he recalled, "tho situa- 
tion was frankly in a state of tur- 
moil. It was a situation that frank'ly 
cried out for an honest, industrious 
young man. I may say, frankly, that 
I was that man.1 


Still speaking frankly, lie said that 


clients began to flock to him as soon 
as they learned that he was scrup- 
ulously and meticulously okay about 
never taking more than his legiti- 
mate 10 percent. He also has staged 
Negro song-and-dance numbers in 
pictures, notably those in "A Day 
at the Races" and "Irene.1 


He never wanted to act, particular- 
y. But when he goes into a pro- 
ducer's office to try to get a role 
'or a client, the producer often asks 
Ben Carter to play the part himself 
He thus worked briefly in "GWTW" 
and "Intremezzo," but was left out 
of both films when they were final- 
ly cut.

He said he felt guilty about tak- 


ing the bartender part in "Little Old 
New York.-1' But it worked out fine 
because when 'Maryland" was pro- 
duced Carter was able to get jobs for 
nearly ail of his clients as well as 
for a choir of 16 youngsters. And that 
wasn't all; he even sold the studio 
a song, titled "A|nen."
